The nuclear-powered 
cruiser Long Beach and guided 
missile frigate Truxton will be 
transferred in early 1966.

Garages, outside storage sheds, 
and basements can trap pockets 
of moist, damp air to cause irre¬ 
parable rust damage to fishing- 
gear and equipment when placed 
in these favorite winter storage 
spots.

Snake Steak Anyone? 

Hong Kong 

It’s the snake season in Hong 
Kong, and residents eat them at 
the rate of 4000 a day. 

The New Evening Post says 
the snakes, most of them supplied 
by Communist China, are con¬ 
sidered a delicacy and health 
tonic by southern Chinese. 

Burning the yule log is an an¬ 
cient pre-Christian custom orig¬ 
inating with the Scandinavians. 
At their feast of Juul—from 
from which we get our “yuletide” 
—on the first day of winter, they 
kindled huge bonfires on honor 
of the god Thor. This occasion 
was a rollicking and happy one 
for the people, and remained 
when Scandinavia became Chris¬ 
tian. In feudal times, the bring¬ 
ing in of the great yule log to 
the wide hearth in the baronial 
hall was one of the most joyest 
ceremones connected with the 
Christmas celebration. The men 
hewed down the greatest log they 
could find, singing merry yule 
songs while they dragged it to 
the waiting hearth. According to 
custom the yule log was lighted 
with a brand of the previous 
year’s log. Burning the yule log 
is still a beloved and picturesque 
custom in many rural districts 
around the world. 


A cut-off deadline faces all 
veterans over 55 years old who 
wish to obtain or exchange a To¬ 
tal Disability Income Provosion 
rider (TDIP) on their GI insur¬ 
ance policies. 

They must act before Jan. 1, 
1966, the VA at Boston said to¬ 
day. 

The Total Disability Income 
Provision provides payment of j 
$10 per month per each $1000 of 
National Service Life Insurance [ 
should the policyholder become 
disabled before his 65th birthday. 
The policyholder, who before the 
Jan. 1, 1966, date can be under 
60, pays an additional charge j 
after this rider. 

After Jan. 1, 1966, the rider j 
will be sold only to veterans un¬ 
der 55. * 

The previous law required that 
the disability be in effect before 1 
age 60. The present law extends I 
the period in which disability 
may occur to age 65. 

All World War II and Ko¬ 
rean Conflict veterans whose ' 
NSLI policies are not preceded j 
by the letters “RH” are eligible : 
to buy the rider. 

Veterans under 60 holding ex¬ 
isting disability “up to age 60” 
riders and who wish to exchange j 
them for the disability “up to age 
65” riders may do so but those 


over 55 years old will have zo 
do so before Jan. 1, 1966. 

The VA office at 1 Beacon 
Boston, or your local VA office 
'St Town Hall can furbish fur¬ 
ther details. The office is open 
Monday through Friday, 8:10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. and Saturdays 
i 9 a.m. to 1 p.m.

WELL-LOVED 
LEGENDS GO 
THE ROUNDS 


The Christmas card is probably 
the most recent of our cherished 
and established customs. In 18-16, 
'Joseph Cundall, a London artist, 
claimed to have sent the first 
Christmas card. It was printed 
in lithography, and colored by 
hand. Not until 1862, however, 


did the custom obtain a foothold. 
Cards then were inscribed only 
with a simple message. After 
that, robins, holly branches, em¬ 
bossed figures and landscapes 
were added. During a typical 
Christmas season these days, 
about two billion greeting cards 
are sent in the U. S. alone! 


The Department of Defense re- 
cor. y announced the completion 
oi •‘Operation Christmas Star," a 
special airlift organized to carry 
C.h- istmas gifts donated by 
groups and organizations 
throughout the country to serv¬ 
ice: en in Vietnam. 

'lore than a million pounds 
o! gifts were collected. The Air 
Force Reserve and Air National 


Guard, using 82 aircraft, are 
airlifting the bulk of the par¬ 
cels. An estimated 300,000 
pounds of the total tonnage, 
which could not he accommodat¬ 
ed by the 82 programmed 
flights, are being sent by sur¬ 
face transportation. The collec¬ 
tion and shipment of these com¬ 
munity gifts have been under 
the operation control of the Air 
Force’s Continental Air Com¬ 
mand. 

Local organizations gave more 
than 300 packages weighing about 
7,000 pounds to the project. Con¬ 
tributing groups included the 
Fairfield County Airlift, Fair- 
field. Conn.; the Westover Red 
Cross; the Chicopee Junior Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, with a gift of 
j4,000 pounds; the Junior Red 
Cross, Springfield; the Pilgrim’s 
Fellow Church, Springfield'; WAC 
Veteran’s Association, chapter 35, 


Christmas is many things 
to many people but regard¬ 
less of custom or country, 
all Christmas celebrations 
are surrounded by legends.

Tradition says that a 
green Christmas portends a 
white Easter and that when 
Christmas falls on a Mon¬ 
day, the winter will be long 
and cold but when it falls on 
a Wednesday, there will be 
a splendid summer and a 
beautiful harvest. 

Another legend says that 
the cock was the first to an¬ 
nounce Christ’s birth and 
that ever since, the rooster 
crows all night long on the 
eve of Christmas. 

New work begun during 
Christmas week will never 
prosper, one tradition has 
it another cautions that 
whatever is done on New 
Year’s Day will be done the 
whole year through, so pay 
no bills! 

An especially lovely leg¬ 
end is the one concerning 
horses and barnyard ani¬ 
mals. because their fore¬ 
bears witnessed the nativ¬ 
ity it is believed that horses 
kneel at midnight on.Christ- 
mas Eve, while barnyard 
animals have the gift of 
speech. 

The fact that there were 
animals present in the man¬ 
ger on the night of the 
Christ child’s birth is said 
to be responsible for the 
origin of the myth that ani¬ 
mals spoke on Christmas 
Eve. Anglo-folklore gives 
credence to the belief that 
cattle in Devon and Corn¬ 
wall fell on their knees in 
adoration and the bees sang 
in their hives.
